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Endless Questions? 



In last weeks edition of 
Lambda, Chris Land raised many 
questions regarding Endless 
Summer that deserve to be an- 
swered. 

I wish to preface this piece 
by complimenting Chris in his 
article questioning the viability 
of Endless Summer. For many 
years. Endless Summer and its 
predecessor, Ender Bender have 
lost thousands of dollars each year 
without ever raising anyone's 
eyebrow. I'm glad to see that 
Lambda is becoming the watch- 
dog that the SG A has so long been 
without, so that SGA members 
can know what is happening with 
their membership fees. All that 
aside, down to the knitty gritty. 

Now for a little history. The 
SGA Executive made a decision 
in May to try to bring the best act 
possible to Laurentian during 
Orientation Week. This decision 
was in response to student re- 
quests for BIG NAME ACTS and 
that people weren't happy with a 
$15 ticket for Lee Aaron, they 
wanted BIG. So we pursued the 
four biggest names in Canada, 
Jeff Healy, Kim Mitchell, The 
Tragically Hip and Colin James 
(note one L in Colin). Jeff Healy 
and Kim Mitchell were not tour- 
ing and the Tragically Hip's cost 
started at about $30,000 plus travel 
and the gate. Colin James, when 
on tour, will receive between 16 
and 40 thousand dollars and a 
percentage of the gate depending 
upon the size of the revenue. 
When Colin plays the Grand 
Theater, which has a capacity of a 



little over 1 ,000 people, he would 
be paid close to 16-17 thousand. 
If he were to play the Arena, 
approx. concertcapacity of 4,000, 
he would receive close to $30,000. 
As Colin was not on tour, part of 
his 30 thousand dollar fee went to 
cover the transportation costs of 
Colin, his band, crew and equip- 
ment from their home in Vancou- 
ver. His actual take home pay for 
Endless Summer was probably 
between 17 and 20 thousand dol- 
lars which actually was quite 
cheap given the size of the venue. 
The executive felt that this was an 
acceptable price for one of Cana- 
da's hottest acts. There was 
however, the added bonus of 3 
days worth of coverage on Much 
Music giving Laurentian some 
well deserved national coverage. 
The Executive felt that a Colin 
James/Henry Lee Summer, End- 
less Summer would appeal to not 
only Laurentian crowd but also 
Sudbury as a whole. For that we 
are guilty of an error of j udgement. 

For the three years I have 
been involved with the SGA 
people have asked why Laurentian 
doesn't get any major acts on 
campus. When told of the ap- 
proximate ticket cost for a major 
act, students have replied "well I 
pay that much anywhere else so 
why not here. Just give us some 
half decent entertainment!". The 
$22 ticket price was as low as we 
could make it. As for it being too 
much, I challenge this as now-a- 
days any ticket under $30, for a 
large act, is considered a bargain.

It is the feeling of many people 
that any show that the SGA puts 
on should be under 5 dollars, and 
that if it is over that price the SGA 
is gouging. Quality shows cost 
money, and the ticket price must 
reflect the added cost. Part of the 
reason that we went ahead with 
Colin was that those in attendance 
would be guaranteed to see the 
best show possible since he would 
be at his best playing to the 
cameras and 2-3 million viewers. 
With these facts in mind, I 
will now attempt to respond to 
Lambda's inquires. Endless 
Summer as a concert will lose in 
excess of $30,000, roughly 
$20,000 more than what we 
budgeted. Though a loss of this 
magnitude is unacceptable, it was 
caused by a lack of attendance not 
over spending on the act. During 
Orientation week at Lakehead 
University over 5,000 people at- 
tended an outdoor DRY concen 
with Jeff Healy. As our two 
schools are comparably sized,the 
events similar, it appears that the 
difference was more the level of 
participation of their students that 
ourticketprice. Given the extreme 
levels of apathy at Laurentian, I 
wonder if we could have sold 
3000 tickets to the Rolling Stones, 
regardless of ticket price. As such 
the probability of attracting ma- 
jor acts to Laurentian again seams 
sUm. Colin James' manager could 
not believe the poor level of at- 
tendance considering the weather 
and the low price of the ticket. 
Members of Colin ' s ere w felt that 
Laurentian was not capable of 
supporting any of the larger acts 
due top its apathy. It appears that 



LU is destined to be home for 
cover band after cover band, and 
not much else. 

The SGA Executive de- 
cided to bring in Colin James to 
put on the best possible show and 
hopefully that is what we ac- 
complished. The goal of the event 
was not to "Take pride in throw- 
ing more student money than the 
last", as the article stated. The 
goal was to bring to Laurentian a 
top Canadian act so STUDENTS 
could enjoy a great concert. I am 
interested by the comment that 
Colin is not standard university 
entertainment. If he is not, who 
is? New Kids on the Block ? 

I as well as the Executive 
stand by our decision to deliver 
what was asked for by our mem- 
bers. As a consequence of the 
loss incurred, you will find that 
the SGA will be eliminating 
services, reducing programing 
and cutting costs right across the 
board. One significant benefit 
from this will be that the SGA 
will be expanding its non 
programing services, such as: 
assisting in student appeals, aca- 
demic and OSAP; awareness 
campaigns and working to im- 
prove student life. The SGA will 
become more than Superpubs 
partially because we can't afford 
them any more, and also it is time 
that we served more than students' 
social needs. As such, we will 
need to program as best as we can 
and will need your input. 

I wish to thank those 1,342 
people who chose to attend End- 
less Summer '91. I hope you had 
a time to remember, as you could 
well have attended the last End-

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3% Tax on Loans Unpopular

(CXJP)- A new three per cent tax on all 
federal student loans went into effect 
Aug. 1 and chartered banks are not happy 
about having to collect it 

The tax is designed to ensure students 
applying to the Canada Student Loan 
Plan (CSAP) keep in mind the respon- 
sibility that comes with the loan. The 
government hopes to recoup money lost 
when students default on loan repay- 
ments. 

The chartered banks must collect the 
tax before students can receive their 
cash. Scott McCrossin, the chairperson 
of the Students' Union of Nova Scotia, 
said he "heard through national sources 
that the banks are very upset and don't 
want to collect the tax." 

"I understand that if a student writes 
a cheque for tax on an account that does 
not have enough money to cover it, the 
banks are not worried about going after 
it, or implementing non-sufficient funds 
charges," McCrossin added. 

However, director of financial af- 



fairs for the Canadian Bankers' Asso- 
ciation, Barbara Amsden, saidshe was 
not aware of the practice, "that wouldbe 
a bank-by-bank decision," she said. 

The tax has also received a negative 
response from students and student or- 
ganizations. 

The greater the student's need, the 
more they must pay through the tax. 
With a seven percent rise in the price of 
tuition, the added tax is substantial. 

As well, many students were upset to 
discover the new tax is due before they 
receive their cash from the bank. Most 
people assumed it would be deferred 
until repayment of the loan. The an- 
nouncement was made in July and many 
students did not know it. 

Kelly Lamrock, chair of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Students, said he is 
disappointed with the govemmentpolicy 
and the new fee. Lamrock said he feels 
that the CSAP is filling out the assess- 
ments for each student's financial need, 
"the government is allegedly figuring 



out what the precise amount we need to 
get through the year and then they give 
us less than that" 

He adds that "the amount given in a 
student loan hasn't been upgraded since 
1985." The average student loan in 
1990/91 was $2,851. 

The CFS has been against the fee 
since its announcement in December 
1989 and ran a postcard campaign to 
voice that opposition. 

Marcella Munro, liaison between 
Carleton's students association and CFS, 
said the campaign received "lots of sup- 
port" and the organization is continuing 
to protest what she calls a "ludicrous" 
and a "regressive" policy. She said she 
believes that "our federal government is 
oul of touch with students' needs, es- 
pecially the undergraduates." 

Munro said the tax punishes students 
and is a deterrent to continuing education 
at a post-secondary level. The CFS has 
been pressing the government to change 
its policy on tax, as well as to upgrade 
the loans system to keep up with the 
rising cost of living. 

The federation is also protesting cut- 
backs in provincial subsidies which is 
hindering the effectiveness of the loan 



programs. 

On the Ontario situation , Munro states 
Ontario students have cause to be guard- 
edly optimistic. Although the >fDP gov- 
ernment has yet to freeze tuition fees as 
promised in their election campaign last 
year, the proposed legislation is still 
alive. 

As well, the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities will be reviewing the OS AP 
program in upcoming months. Munro is 
not overly coflCemed that they will fol- 
low the federal example and put a tax on 
loans. The CFS has a place in the OS AP 
review and she believes the outcome 
will be "promising". 

Meanwhile, the CFS has a protest 
plan against the tax on federal loans that 
includes tying up the fax machines and 
having students write oversized cheques 
to match the oversized tax. 

They hope this will lead to renewed 
protest from chartered banks to pressure 
the federal government to drop the tax. 

The CFS estimates the government 
stands to make$18 million from the tax, 
while it has cut transfer payments to the 
provinces, reduced services to help 
graduates findjobs and levied theG.S.T. 
on text books. 
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less Summer or at least in its 
present form. To those who did 
not attend, please tell us why not. 
Beautiful night, great acts, 
underagers could mingle, every- 
one was welcome, reasonable 
ticket price. We really don ' t know 
what was missing, so please let us 
know. 

In the near future, a survey 
will be appearing in Lambda

In conclusion, I assume 
that the executive didn't deliver 
what our members wanted and 
for that we are guilty. I hope that 
next years executive will be able 
to leam from our mistakes. As for 
reckless spending of money, if it 



is reckless to put on the best show 
possible at the lowest price possi- 
ble, then I guess again we are 
guilty. I will however ensure that 
Endless Summer was not a know- 
ingly deliberate waste of students ' 

money, such as well the April 

Fools' Day edition of Lambda, 
but as Hammy Hamster says 
"That's another story". 

I wish to extend to the Lau- 
rentian community a challenge. 
In an attempt to increase attend- 
ance at the Voyageur Homecom- 
ing soccer game on S aturday Sept 



28, at 1:00 pm, should over 1000 
people attend the Vee's game on 
Saturday^ I, Mark Green will shave 
my head. I hope that this will be 
incentive enough for people to 
come out and support OUR 
Vee's.

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AEF Prez wants 
Francophone U

The President of 
I'Association des etudiants 
francophones (AEF), Pierre 
Perreault feels that a francophone 
University is needed in Ontario. 
"The only way [that franco- 
Ontariens] will survive, is to have 
leaders and role models in the 
francophone community." In or- 
der for these leaders to emerge 
they must have access to quality 
francophone education. 

Labeling bilingual univer- 
sities like Laurentian, "institu- 
tional assimilation", Perreault 
feels that francophones in the 
province need unilingual Institu- 
tions, like colleges and universi- 
ties, so that they can be in a 



learning environment that is 
comfortable for them. He quotes 
figures from the Ontario govern- 
ment that there are 8000 franco- 
phone university students in On- 
tario. He feels that these figures 
prove that a francophone univer- 
sity is a reasonable demand con- 
sidering the number of francoph- 
one students in the province. 

Perreault feels that many 
anglophones in Ontario have an 
unfounded and irrational fear that 
the French want to take over the 
province. He asserts that nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
All he wishes is for the French 
culture to exist and flourish in this 
province along with the English. 

"We have tried Bilingual- 
ism and it doesn't work." Perreault 



Mobility Impaired Protest Lack 
of Access 



Last week about 20 people, 
roughly half in wheel chairs and 
the other half able bodied, were 
demonstrating at the City Centre 
Cinemas to protest the local 
theatre's lack of access to the 
mobility impaired. The group was 
trying to get into Cinefest. Par- 
ticipating in the demonstration 
was Earl Black, coordinator of 
the special needs office here at 
Laurentian. 

The demonstrators want the 
City Centre Cinemas to build 



wheelchair ramps, create acces- 
sible washrooms, and remove 
some seating to make room for 
wheelchairs. Persons United for 
Self-Help (P.U.S.H.), have been 
asking for wheelchair access to 
the City Centre Cinemas for the 
past 6 months but the theatre has 
not taken any action. 

Earl Black informed 
Lambda that charges have been 
laid against Famous People 
Players, the owners of the City 
Centre Cinemas, to the Human

feels that the francophone com- 
munity has attempted to make the 
dual aspect of Laurentian work 
but it has failed them. He points to 
the problem in many programs 
where first and second year 
courses are taught in French but, 
in order to graduate. Francophone 
students must take third and fourth 
year courses in English. He feels 
that the system can never be fully 
satisfying to francophones be- 
cause any programs that they want 
to implement must be approved 
by the English controlled uni- 
versity administration. The only 
way for francophones to receive 
an adequate education in French 
at Laurentian is to create a dual 
system where francophones and 
anglophones would have sepa- 
rate budgets to run separate Hu- 
manities, Social Science and 
Science programs, as well as 
francophone divisions of all the 
professional schools. Perreault 
describes this as a two pillar sys- 



tem where there is a bilingual 
administrative elite with the two 
pillars representing English and 
French: A system that is separate, 
but equal. 

Perreault also questions 
why the Students' General As- 
sociation (SGA) is continuing to 
pretend to be a bilingual students 
association. When frosh are reg- 
istering at Laurentian they will 
almost always make their deci- 
sions based on language. 
Anglophones will join SGA and 
Francophones will join AEF. He 
feels that the SGA should just be 
honest about it and let people 
know what they are. They cannot 
pretend to represent francophone 
interests. Anytime that 
Anglophone interests clash with 
Francophone interests, the 
Francophones lose. The joke 
around the AEF office is that SGA 
is bilingual two times a year: • 
Registration day and Election day.

ON ARTS AND 
SCIENCE* 

For those of you who have 
been here at Laurentian for more 
than one year, you have probably 
been in a discussion or argument 
about the relative difficulty of 
different programs. Having been 
in several myself (arguments that 
is), I have yet to here an arts 
student say that acquiring a 
Bachelor of Arts is more difficult 
than getting a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence. For the most part my wor- 
thy opposition has argued that an 
ans program is just as difficult as 
the science program, but never 
more demanding. Their position 
is usually totally based on the fact 
that essays in the arts require co- 
pious amounts of time research- 
ing in that dreadful place we call 
the library. This on the surface 
seems like a totally logical argu- 
ment since none can deny that 
essays do take up a lot of a students 
time (right behind pub night 
thursday and the much needed 
recovery time on friday). No arts 
student has ever said that they 
have to study more because it's a 
well-known fact that just as much 
information is taught/learned in 
the arts as in the sciences (some 
science students would argue 
this). But their argument about 
time in the library has a rather 
large whole in it. Sure it's true 
that science students don't have 
to turn out two or three essays per 
semester and that most of the time 
they can get by without going to 
the library, but what about those 
things that we used to do in high 
school called labs? Does the av- 
erage arts student actually know 
what is involved in a real science 
lab? K they believe that the labs 
are the same as those in high 
school, psychology, anthropology 
or any other social science, they 
are sorely mistaken. The lab time 
in these courses are integrated 
into the class time. This means 
that the arts student has exactly 
fifteen hours of class time per 
semester (unless they are really 
ambitious and take a coarse 
overload). The science student 
on the other hand must take a lab 
for every science coarse that he or 
she is enroled in. This translates 
to an additional three hours of lab 
time per science coarse. For a 
first year science student that 
means that not only do they have 
fifteen hours of regular class time 
but a minimum of nine hours of 
lab time. This does not include 
the required write up for each one 
of those labs. At a first year level 
the lab reports are rather simple 
but still require at least one hour 
and a half of independent writing. 
I would be verj' surprised if a first 
year arts student spent nine hours 



per week in the library and an 
additional four and a half hours 
per week writing essays (unless 
they leave an essay until the week 
before it is due, we've all done it). 
Another sore spot amongst us 
science buffs is the fact that we 
require a minimum of two courses 
in the humanities and/or social 
sciences. Why? The reasoning 
goes that there is more to life than 
just the science courses that we 
"love" so much. We should have 
a more rounded education. The 
arts student on the other hand 
must have a minimum of one 
science coarse to fulfil a science 
requirement. But here at Lau- 
rentian we have these interesting 
science courses made especially 
for arts students. After sitting in 
on one of these courses last year, 
I was mortified to find out that the 
coarse curriculum consists of 
concepts and areas of knowledge 
that a grade nine student could 
follow. It was all memorization 
and regurgitating of trivial infor- 
mation. It was an arts coarse as an 
excuse for science. The funny 
thing about this coarse was that I 
could not take it and apply it to 
my own degree in chemistry. Why 
not? Doesn't the university think 
that it's own standards are high 
enough? It seems to me that these 
courses are sugar coated to give 
the arts student a sense of ac- 
complishment. 

English competency test. It's 
a thorn in the side of just about all 
Laurentian students now. I have 
never had the pleasure of writing 
oneofthose wonderfully exciting 
essays. I've never had the pleasure 
of seeing the supervisors treat the 
next generation of scholars Uke 
total imbeciles. As of last year 
science students were required to 
write this important essay. Should 
they not receive a " 1 " on the essay 
they are now required to take a 
WAC coarse. How about making 
the arts students write a science 
competency test at an OAC level 
to see if they require a real science 
coarse like physics, chemistry or 
biology. I'll bet there would be 
quite an uproar. 

For those of you who are to- 
tally appalled at what I've put 
forth, I invite you to reply. I have 
yet to find a person who can jus- 
tify arts being more difficult but 
am more than willing to listen or 
read how such an argument can 
be supported. For those of you 
who think that I'm saying my 
program is better and that every- 
one else is scum, try looking into 
an engineering coarse. I think 
you'll find that the difficulty in 
that program far outweighs any- 
thing that you or I will do.

Response: To find a book like The Vast and Magnificent, you've got 
to start from the computer screen that contains the menu of different 
types of searches, No 1 being author. No 2 being Organization etc. 
Often, when people finish the search they are doing, they leave the 
computer at a different screen so to get to this main menu, keep 
pressing the PFl at the right hand side of the key-board until you arrive 
at the right place. 

After that, you're laughing (but don't do it too loudly-^see 
question below). Select the third item on the menu (Title), and type in 
"3" at the bottom of the screen. Press return. 

When you arrive at the screen marked "Title" you have a choice. 
Most students type in the full tide they are looking for, here: The Vast 
and Magnificent Land: an illustrated historv of Northern Ontario . But 
all they have to do is make one typing mistake and they won't find it. 

Students who have talked to the Amiable Librarian know better. 
They search for titles by key words, in this case, "Vast Magnificent 
Land" or even "Vast Magnificent". As a matter of fact, it does not even 
matter what order the words get typed in or whether you use large 
letters or small: "magnificent vast" will do. 

But you can still misspell longer words like "Magnificent". So 
the Amiable Librarian recommends one better: Truncate your key 
words using a *, for example "magnif*". 

But be careful. If you use the "*" too much, you may get to many 
tides to choose from. One student truncated Canals to "Cana*" and 
picked up a huge number of books on canaries and Canadians that he 
did not want! 

And by the way — we do provide all kind of tours and classes that 
are organized through your professors. If you haven't gone on one, you 
should ask for it. And we are beginning to publish short little guides 
on the library that may help you. One that you might find useful is 
entided: "Searching the On-Line Catalogue" The Basics". You can 
pick this up near the front entrance. 

Comment: People are talking openly and giggling for up to one 
half hour at a time. This is very distracting. This is a social time for 
them but they have no consideration for others. 

Response: What is it about the Laurentian Library that gets 
people so excited that they want to talk? Certainly the new J.N. 
Desmarais library has special rooms set aside for group study, and 
students who want to converse can reserve these at no charge at the 
Circulation Desk for reasonable periods of time. But as for those who 
insist on chatting in general study areas? Well, don't be too surprised 
if the Amiable Librarian suddenly appears and asks you to adjourn to 
Tim Horton's. 

Comment: The borrowing time of only two weeks is too short! 
We need more time: 3 weeks is perfect; 4 weeks too long. 

Response: The two week loan period was set by the Senate 
Library Committee about a year and a half ago in recognition of an 
increased number of students enrolled in the university combined with 
a limited number of books available for them. Instead of placing more 
titles on reserve, or agreeing to purchase more copies of a title, the 
committee elected to shorten the overall loan period. 

That said, all library policies are reviewed periodically, and if 
the Senate Library Committee decides to extend the two-week loan 
period, it would probably also want to look at another of its current 
policies which blanketly forbids the purchase of duplicates. 

What do readers of this column think? Should the Library 
lengthen it's loan p)eriod from two to three weeks? Do you have any 
other suggestions for the Library. The Amiable Librarian would be 
happy lo hear from you.

The Uses of Adversity 

Book Review ofWith Fire and Sword 



The 1 99 1 translation of With Fire and 
Sword is not the first translation of this 
epic novel by Polish writer Henryk 
Sienkiewicz about Central Eastern Eu- 
rope. The first attempt was an awkward 
and clumsy translation from a Russian 
version ofa Polish original. Although it 
is inevitable that any rendering alters 
the original meaning of the work, some- 
times such changes are minimal, and 
they may actually enhance the litera- 
ture. At other times, it may be detrimen- 
tal and it may ultimately detract from its 
essence. Fortunately this version, 
translated by novelist W.S. Kuniczak, is 
very close in translation to the original 
meaning. 

The fine artistry of Sienkiewicz's 
description starting with the wild fields 
of Ukrain, never actually seen by the 
author, continues right to the last words 
of the final page. In fact from the opening 
moment, he recaptures the hypnotic 
comfort of the style familiar mostly to 
the Poles. This style continues to cap- 
ture the imagination of the average reader 
and tickle the savvy of any historian. It 
also passed the standards of most pres- 
tigious critics and still came out on top. 
This writing, along with thcremaining 
two books of this trilogy, have been 
awarded a literary Nobel award. It is 
literature at its best, even with a slightly 
flawed translation. 

It remains good despite the unfortu- 
nate choice of the translator in using the 
phonetic spelling of all Slavic names. It 
would have been much more appropri- 
ate to maintain original spelling and use 
the phonetic names as footnotes. The 
same procedure should have been used 
to outline the roles of historical figures, 
their contribution to the plot, and their 
significance to history. 

With the utility of the unnaturally 
written names and the lack of historical 
explanation, this novel can be read by an 
average individual, only on the superfi- 
cial level. It limits the novel to an ab- 
stract perception of a political story 



mixed with a western and spiced with a 
harlequin romance. It is much more 
than that. 

It is a novel about the destruction of 
generations, enslavery of region by the 
flaws, of its hedonism and a passionate 
tale of love, commitment to virtue, and 
ideals higher than humanity itself. It is 
a story that continues being most rel- 
evant to the region, especially now in the 
decline of the Soviet Empire. For the 
roots of its' power are based in this tale. 
It is a story quintessential to the under- 
standing of Latvians, Lithuanians, 
Bielorussians, Russians, Czeches, 
Slovaks, Moldavians, Ukrainians and 
above all, Poles. For it is for them that 
Sienkiewicz identified the ethnic flaws 
and strengths. It is also for them that, 
along with other authors, he showed the 
stamina to pull through 175 years of 
national and worldly non-existence. 

It is a tale of real people with a 
message for real people. Its universality 
extends far beyond the region of Central 
Eastern Europe. In fact, its universality 
extends to Canadians. Although igno- 
rance may be bliss, now is not the time to 
be an ignorant Canadian. 

This novel should be dedicated to 
those limited enough to assume that the 
ethnic groups of this region were the 
aboriginals of Eurof)e without a concep- 
tion of judicial and governmental civil- 
ity as based on the standards of achieve- / 
ments set out by the Roman civilization. ' 
In fact, upon careful research one cannot 
help to realize that the opposite is true. 
This, after all, is historical reflection 
based on factual events and real historical 
figures artfully entwined with the fic- 
tional characters. Thus, it saves the 
usually boring trips to the resource center 
or listening to several uninteresting lec- 
tures. 

Any self respecting Canadian should 
read it with even a greater care, because 
it is a tale of a multi-ethnical and 
multicultural federation falling apart due 
to the hedonism of specific groups of 



the Polish Commonwealth. Although it 
was as far back as the seventeenth cen- 
tury it was a democratic society protect- 
ing its' "golden rights"; rights that came 
to be associated with the Charter of 
Human Rights and Freedoms in the 
Canadian experience only in the past 
decade. 

Yet this is not an easy lecture. Over 
a thousand pages of prose is a time 
consuming endeavor for anyone, espe- 
cially university students. Yet one 
should realize that literature at its best is 
a painless societal model of experimen- 
tation. All the more reason to read. 
Ultimately, it is my hope that the lessons 
from this novel will serve as a paragon 
of where Canada is heading right now. 
After all, it would be a terrible shame if 
Canada would loose its worldly exist- 
ence!
